A large tree will produce twenty gallons 
of sap, and will run dryin a single day. 
The ulero having tapped a dozen or 
eighteen trees has all the work he can 
attend to emptying the buckets into the 

cans that are provided for the 
purpose. In the evening the cans are 
carried to the camp, and the sap strained 
through sieves into barrels. In Brazil! it 
is boiled, but in Nicaragua the natives 
have a peculiar system of reducing it. 

There is a plant or vine called the 
achuna, the sap of which when mixed 
with that of the rubber tree has the sin- 
gular property of coagulating it in afew 
minutes. By whom, or how, or where, 
this process was discovered no one can 
tell. Undoubtedly it was an accident, for 
the vine hangs from all the trees in the 
ule forest, and probably a cutting dropped 
into a bucket of sap some time or another, 
and produced the result for which it is 
now used. 

Having their barrels full, the uleros 
out short pieces of this vine, soak it in 
water, and small bunches are thrown into 
pans upon which the sap is poured. In 
the morning the rubber has turned to 
gum, about two pounds to svery gallon of 
sa „

At the top of the pan is a quantity of 
dark brown liquid, like a weak solution 
of licorice. This is poured off, and then 
the gum is rolled under heavy weights of 
wood into long, flat strips called tortil- 
las, which are hung over poles under the 
shed to drip and dry. At first they are 
white like the vulcanized rubber, but 
with exposure they turn black and be- 
come hard after a fewdays. Then the 
tortillas are stacked up under cover until 
the end of the season, and shipped to 
market.— Home Knowledge.

TOWN ORDINANCE No. 28. 
An Ordinarnce Pertaining to Sew- 
erage in the Town of Reno. 


[Passed July 7, 1888.) 


BY VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
miissioners do ordain as follows: 

Sction 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
persons owning property fronting on strects 
and alleys within the co te Hmits of the 
town of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereafter 
be completed, to 4 connect the waste 
and pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, so as to & ee 
and efiectually drain their said prem- 
ises, and al such connections shall 
be made with vitrified earthen 

ipe; and if any propertyowner shall 
ail, refuse or neglect to make proper 
connection with said sewersystem, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days after 
the completion of said sewer system to or 
past his or her premises, the Board ot County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be served upon all such property-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such counectious to be 
made; and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or neglect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults, sinks and 
cesspools upon such premises shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove 
the same, and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any en- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the mises affected thereby. After 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make auitemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against the 
owner or owners of the premises for the col- 
lection of the same. 

Section 2. When any sink, vault or cess 
pool has been removed by order of the Com- 
missioners, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the owner, or any in 
session of any such premises, who all 
thereafter erect, maintain or suffer to exist 
upon such mises any vault, sink or cess- 
pool, shall be deemed guilty of maiutaining 
a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof 
fore any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than $25, 
nor more than $100, or be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not to exceed 25 days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

Injudicious Enthusiasm. 


The Glasgow Herald is as en- 
thusiastic for Cleveland as the 
New York Herald. The Glasgow 
paper regards Cleveland as the 
Englishman’s next and best friend. 
It quotes Mr. Cleveland’s state- 
ment that the farmer of America 
pays more in buying clothing than 
he gains in price of wool by the 
tariff. This, says the Glasgow 
Herald, “reads like an extract from 
some old speech by John Bright.” 
In referring to the sentence where 
Mr. Cleveland remarks: “It is a 
condition that confronts us, not a 
theory,” his Glasgow admirer ex- 
elaims that “these words are al- 
most identical with those which 
have been used in this country by 
Adam Smith, by Richard Cobden, 
by Sir Robert Peel.“ This is a 
queer case of twitting on facts. It 
hits Brother Cleveland on a ten- 
der point He is a crammer. 
When rotating about the country 
on political missions he travels al- 
ways with the cyclopedia. When 
writing messages he books up from 
Adam Smith, Cobden and Sir 
Robert Peel. This is what makes 
his anti-protection views so very 
English. From that source he 
draws his lessons in political econ- 
omy. Yet Mr. Cleveland will not 
thank his foreign friend for so 
plainly telling the truth, and no 
doubt the Scotch newspaper will 
immediately receive such instruc- 
tions as will silence it as completely 
as the London press is now about 
American politics. 

Dissatisraction is felt in the 
White House over Mr. Brice's 
management of the campaign. 
Mr. Brice is chairman of the 
National Executive Committee of 
the Democratic party and an- 
nounced that the campaign would 
be one of “intellect.” His idea 
differs from that of the President 
in this important matter, and Mr. 
Brice has been obliged to carry his 
intellectual apparatus out of the 
fight, and give place to men whose 
ideas of practical politics are more 
in accord with the President’s 
own. It may still be a campaign 
of intellect, but it will be the mas- 
sive machinery of the President’s 
brain which will move things.

The present tariff law of the United 
States is embraced in sections 2491 to 
2513, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States. The tariff is 
divided into fourteen schedules. Then 
follows the free list, which may be 
called the fifteenth schedule. The bill 
reverses the order of the present tariff 
law by placing the free list first. The 
following is an enumeration of the ar- 
ticles placed on the free list by the 


Mills bill: 

Timber, hewn and sawed, and tim- 
ber used for spars and in building 
wharves; timber squared or sided; 
wood unmanufactured, not especially 
enumerated or provided for; sawed 
boards, planks, deals and all articles 
of sawed lumber; hubs for wheels, 
posts, last blocks, wagon blocks, oar 
blocks, gun blocks, and all like blocks, 
or sticks, rough, hewn or sawed only ;

A Section of Rese Which * 


Cleansing 
A Gazertre representative, in com- 


pany with one of the vigilant guard- 
ians of the peace, made a tour of Chi- 
natown last evening for the purpose 
of investigating numerous complaints 
recently made to the Gazerrte rela- 
tive to the dirty and filthy condition 
of that undesirable section of the town. 
Before he was within two hundred 
yards of the quarter his olfactory 
nerves notified him of ite proximity, 
and as the distance gradually dimin- 
ished the stench became almost un- 
bearable. Arriving in the center of 
the quarter a stench, which cannot 
be described, was encountered, and a 
retreat, for the time being, was made 
into the principal gambling and opium 
den, for although there were at least 
fifty Mongolians in the room, all per- 
spiring freely and either smoking 
— or villainous pipes, the atmos- 
phere was much more bearable than 
out in the open air. A stuggish ditch 
runs through the heart of the settle- 
ment, which, dging from the 
scum on its su and the stench 
which arises from it, is the dumpin 
place for all the filth and garbage o 
the colony. On every hand, and in 
8 corner piles of refuse material 
or decaying parbage are to be seen, 
and the stench arising from them con- 
taminates the atmosphere for blocks 
around. In some places the effluvia 
rises like a fog for a hight of twelve 
or fifteen feet, and unfortunate indeed 
in the pedestrian whose way leads 
him through the section on which 
Chinatown is such a foul blot. 

It is in this most delectable quarter 
that the Indians get their supply of 
liquor, and it is stated on good author- 
ity that the Chinese keepers of the vile 
dens which abound, not content with 


ling liquor to the bucks, are de 
bauching the squaws and teaching 
them to smoke opium. The squaws | 
and bucks are not the only patrons oi | 
those dens of infamy, if reports be | 
true, for there are many of the disrep- 
utable class of whites who make a 
daily pilgrimage to the shrine of their | 
god and master. Chinatown needs | 
purifying and steps should be taken | 
at once to see that the proper sanitary | 
precautions are observed, the garbage | 
and filth removed, and the various dens | 
suppressed. Reno cannot afford to
